‘SPORADIC FIGHTING 


Pelping, July 20. 
According to an official commun’ Cl 
issued here to-night it ts staled that 
fighting was resumed in the vicinity 
of Tochengchun this afternoon about 
2.30, and Insted half an hour. 

Lutest reports from Wangping state 
the Japanese launched another attack 
on the Chinese troops at Tachengchun 
shortly after dark. 

Over 30 shells have 
fired on the Chinese position up to 
time of cabling. 

It Js reported that the bridge at 
Lukuochino has been completely des- 
troyed. A Police Station inside 
Wangping was also damaged beyond 
repair. The Commander of the Peace 
Preservation Corps of Wangping is 
reported missing. 

The fighting at Wangplng actually 
sturted nbout 3 o’clock, when Japanese 
artillery shelled the city heavily. 
The Chinese took the offensive -after 
the arrival of reinforcements and the 
Japanese withdrew. 

A lorge detachment of Chinese re- 
inforcements has been rushed to Nan- 
yuon where fighting has also started. 

It {s reported that fighting broke out 
at Lukuochiao and also at Fengtal 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock. The 
Tientsin-Peiping train service has 
been temporarily suspended. 

Another report Indicntes that early 
this morning there had been another 
Sino-Japanese clash at a point be- 
tween Nanyuon and Fengtai.’ Con- 
siderable rifle fire was exchanged. 

Later, about 9 o'clock, a small 
number of Japanese soldiers was secn 
In the vicinity of Tahungmen, which 
fs outside the Yungting Gate. A 
minor clash followed. After exchang- 
ing rifle fire for. some — time the 
Japanese were compelled to retreat, 

Al train services on the Pelping- 
Mukden line this morning were de- 
layed owing to fghting— Wah Klu 
Yat Po.

Carson Chang, or Chang Chun-mal, 
as thelr political leader, are in support 
of his speech at Kuling pledging 
support to Marshol Chiang for his 
grim stand towards’ Japanese activi- 
ties In North China. Dr. Chang is 
among the eduintors who are advis- 
Ing the government to face the 
present crisls. 

On the contrary, Mr. T. Nakamura, 
Japanese Consul-Genecral here, was

POWERS AND THE 
CHINA CRISIS 


What has been taking place in 
the foreign chancellrics of the 
world in regard to the Sino- 
Japanese crisis) can) only be a 
matter for speculation, Such 
information as is available is of 
the most meagre character, Yet 
the. developments which are 
oceurring in China at the mo- 
ment are of so grave a character 
us to deserve something more 
than passing notice by the 
nations which are’ bound to- 
wether by treaty to do all in 
their power to see that China’s 
political and territorial integrity 
is respected, Mr. Anthony Eden, 
Foreign Seeretary, has an- 
nounced that Britain has been 
in communication with. the 
United States and France, two 
of the signatories’ of the Nine- 
Power Treaty, both. of whom 
have expressed their concern 
over the North China situation 
and their hopes of a peaceful 
settlement. But if the Nine- 
Power Treaty is of any value 
whatever, it would seem that 
something more tangible than 
such expressions is called for. 
By the terms of that pact, as 
we have previously had occasion 
to point out, provision is made 
for full and frank communica- 
tion between the signatories 
when any situation arises which, 
in the opinion of any one of 
them, threatens to jeopardise 
China's sovereignty. Mr. Eden, 
in the same speech as that in 
which he referred to_consulta- 
tion with the United States. and 
France, said Britain had been 
assured by both Japan and 
China that the troop movements 
taking place were purely pré- 
cautionary and defensive, and 
that there was no_ intention 
whatever ‘of‘starting hostilities. 
may be a re- 
presentation of the facts so far 
as Chinn is concerned, but .we 
can hardly imagine’ Mr. Eden 
placing the same interpretation 
on the movements of Japanese 
forces.’ Yet there seems ain 
ever-present: tendency when 
crises arise to accept Japan’s

Of these, 5,000,000 have been 
told that becuuse ef the colow 
of thelr‘skins they can never 
aspire to become civilised: men 
and cibizens In their own coun- 
try; the other 5,000,000 natives 
outside the Union have been 
officially assured In treaties and 
official documents that British 
fundamental policy will tolerate 
no discrimination based upon 
elther race, creed or colour.

Another glaring confusion In 
policy 1s to be found with re- 
gard to land. This confusion Is 
called the two “ Heresies.” 

The Kenya settler dubs as 
“heresy” the land system of 
West Africa. This ‘heresy " 
consists forsooth In the pro- 
clamation that all the land 1s 
vested in the people, and that 
the Governor in his capacity of 
Trustee can never alienate the

The divzy confusion that 
these conflicting land systems 
ereate in the nallve mind Js ad- 
mitted, and the ethical conflict 
is obvious, 

The economic accompant- 
ment to the application of 
these two widely conflicting 
“heresies” is seen in the 
abounding prosperity. which at- 
taches to the West African 
“heresy,” and in the staggering 
debt which hangs Hke a mill- 
stone round the neck of the 
Kenya administratton—a debt 
which far exceeds. the total 
debts of all the British Crown 
Colonics in Africa put together. 

A third and even more hope- 
less confusion fs to be found in 
the varying systems of native 
taxation, .

In some parts of the British 
Empire there is no direct taxa- 
tton at all, In other territories, 
conditions have been unfolded 
for us in full and authentic 
detail by Sir Alan Pim, whose 
examination of the economic 
situation in Kenya, Basutoland 
and Swaziland makes together 
appalling - reading: while the 
Nyasaland Government Report 
tells a story of taxation as

But Club Had Only £38 
“In Hand”. 


Arsenal Football Club last yenr 
made a working profit of a little more 
than £50,000, compnred with. £35,000 
for the 1935-36 season. 

Accounts of the club published 
recently show that most of this in- 
ercase was due, not to a rise in re- 
venue, but to a fall of £18,940 (about 
50 per cent.) in players’ wages, 
bonuses, and transfer fees. 

Total revenue amounted to £80,241, 
compared with £84,782 the previous 
sCuISON. 

Net gate receipts from Cup matches 
fell from £16449 to £8,357,. but 
“gates” from ordinary Lengue mat- 
ches produced about £3,304 more, at 
£56,661. 

The .working profits are calculated 
before charting office expenses, rates, 
and insurance, salaries and bonuses, 
muintenance of buildings, income tax, 
and umount tyritten off properties, 

After deducting these items, . the 
balance for the year to May 31 last is 
only £498, compared with £851 3 
year ago. 2

MARCONI DIES 


INVENTOR OF 
WIRELESS 
TELEGRAPHY 


Marchese Guglielmo — Marconi, 
Inventor of wireless telegraphy, dled 
at his residence In Rome at 3.90 aan. 
yeaterday following a henrt uttock. 

Gupliclmo «Marconl, the wireless 
ploncer, was born at Bologna, Italy, 
in April 1874. Is mother was an 
Irishwomon. Even in his_ student 
duys at Bologna be occupled himself 
with attempts to carry out wireless 
telegraphy, being Influenced by the 
theorles of Hertz and Maxwell. It 
was-In 1895 that he first succeeded 
in conveying electric signals for 
short distances without using wires. 
Later he renewed his experiments in 
England and was able to send mess- 
ages ocross the Bristol’ Channel. Sir 
Oliver Lodge about the same time 
secured similar results, but did. not 
proceed with experiments over long- 
er distances. Asked once haw he 
had come to conceive the idea of 
wireless, Marconl said he had been 
signalling to o friend by means of 
a mirror, but the sun did not always 
ahine even in Italy and when it 
falled ‘he began to think whether 
there was another way. In two 
months he had found the other way, 
which was wireless. It may be re 
called that it in un action 
against the De Forest Co, at New 
York in 1905 that Marconl’s claim 
to have been the man who first 
made possible the transinission of 
Inteligible signals by means of the

Marconi’s system was then instal- 
led by England and other nations on 
war and merchant ship: jd he con- 
tinued to improve the transmission, 
chlefly us the result of numerous ¢x- 
periments on his yacht Flectra. 

In the sumuier of 1925 he made 
successtul trinls with — directional 
wireless from the North Foreland 
Lighthouse to ships at sea by which 
it was possible to indicate to them 
their exact location so ns to enable 
them to navigate in foxny weather. 

Beam Transmission 

During 1926 Marconi was engag- 
ed in the final stages of his ten 
‘years’ experiments In beam wireless 
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transmission. In October he was 
able to announce that these -had 
been successful and that a beam 
service between England and Cann- 
da would be begun at once. He said 
that he had found that with beam 
nerinis and reflectors at both ends 
he had obtained a signol-strength 
100 times that secured with non- 
directional acrials using the same 
power, while the amount of atmos- 
pheric Interference was cnormously 
reduced. The stations were smaller 
and cheaper to equip and to run, 
the power being one-tenth of that 
previously: required, while the speed 
wan five times ns great. Marconi 
added that tests had) shown that 
communication with Australia. ap- 
peared to be casler than with Cana- 
da. 

In the spring of 1927 the position 
of the Marconi Co, led to drastic 
changes,. serlous mismanagement 
having been alleged. At an up- 
roarious meeting in March it was 
declded to reduce the capital by 
nearly one-half and Marconi 
threatened to sever his connection 
with the concern, If certain counter- 
proposals were ‘carried: He was at 
his own request relieved of the 
chairmanship to give him more time 
for technicat work. 

In the same month he announced 
that the multiplex system bad been 
adapted to benm wireless so that 
speech ond Morse signals could be 
transmitted simultancously. Fac- 
simile sending had also been carried 
out successfully and the benm = ser- 
vice to Australin had passed — the 
offelal teste. It coujd transmit: 
140,000 words per day each way— 
three times the capacity of the 
cables, 

World-Wide Distinctlon

From his yacht off Genoa In 1930 
he sent wireless waves to Sydney 
which by ‘switched on. the 
lamps atoan exhibition. During the 
next few years Mareonl concentral- 
ed on: Ubra-short or micro-waves 
Y inst from S centimetres to a 
metre. At first he found he could 
only use’ these over short: distances 
—about 20 miles—as they proceed- 
ed in a straight line and did not 
follow the curvature of the earth. 
Moreover, if a hill or a house was 
in the way, it might interrupt the 
wares. But obsolute secrecy was 
ensured and Interference practically 
eliminated. The wave could be re- 
flected as a beam and was hot. It 
was said to Kill mice and birds and 
could penctrate fox. By 1932 he 
had solved the problem of making 
the ultra-short wave pass round the 
earth’s curve and through obstacles 
such as mountains, He was able to 
speak over a distance of 170 miles 
with the ald of parsbolie reflectors 
for transmission and reception. The 
power used was less than that necd- 
ed for the headlights of a motorcar.

LOCAL .MUI-TSAI ~ 


DISCUSSED BY CHILD 
;PROTECTION SOCIETY 


A lengthy discussion took place at 
the monthly meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Soclety for the 
Protection of Children, presided over 
by Mr. J..T,. Prior, on the question 
of the Society making representations 
to the Government on the mul-tsal 
problem. 


The debate arose on a motlon put 
forward by a member to the effect 
“that an Inquiry be addressed to the 
Government asking whether {t in- 
tends, in the near future, to introduce 
tegisIatlon on the questlon of mul- 
tsat or other. children out of the 
control: of thelr parents, and, if 60, 
to request that an advance copy of 
the proposed BIH might be forwarded 
to. the Society for its observations 
thereon." 


The motion was eventually de- 
feated, the maln ground of opposition 
being that the matter was a con- 
troversial one and that if the Society 
were to intervene, dissension might 
be caused in Its ranks. 


In connectlon with the new creche 
which js being opened this weel In 
Clarence Terrace, Mrs. D. Black was 
appointed Creche Hon. Secretary as 
a Nalson oMfccr between the 
Executive Committee of the Society 
and the ‘Creche Supervisory Com- 
mittee.

Case Reports

RINGING 
A BOB 
ROYAL 


BE RINGERS from all over the 
world seldom come to London 
without\turning thelr steps in the 
direction’ of St, Paul's Cathedral. 
There a “College Youth” on the end 
of a bell rope means something more 
than ordinary bell ringing, if one 
may judge from practice night at 
the énthedrat, and the Peal Boole of 
the Ancient Society of College 
Youths, old established association 
of bell ringers. But these “Youths” 
Mave been ringing bells for 300 years 
tthey are to celebrate thelr tercen- 
tenary on November 6—s0 perhaps 
it Is not surprising that they have 
gained a mastery of the technique of 
bell ringing calculated to ovcrawo 
the mere man-in-the-strect. No 
less nwesome are the terms used to 
describe the changes they ring— 
“Bob Royal,” “Stedman Triples,” 
“Grandsire Caters,” “Superlative 
Surprise Major," to name only a 
few. 

It is evening when the “College 
Youths” mect to practice change 
ringing In the great domed cathedral 
of St. Paul's, Some nights they 
mect at other famous London 
‘churches—Southwark Cathedral. St. 
Mary-Ie-Bow, and two or three 
others—but to-night {t Is to be St. 
Poul’s, the Ringing Headquarters of 
the Society, Buses swirl and swoop 
around the gray, islanded building, 
but Its steps arc almost deserted, for 
the workers thronging the sidewalks 
of Ludgate Hill are hurrying home- 
wards or surging In the direction of 
Shaftesbury Avenuc’s theaterland, in 
search of entertainment. As the 
City becomes quiet, the bell ringers 
get busy, for a stern duty-—or fs It 
play?—awaits them in the chamber 
high above the street. Whichever It 
is they seem to derive on freat deal 
of enjoyment from the exercise of 
their slill.— . . 

Twelve bell ropes hang in the ring- 
ng chamber, ready for the “Youths” 
who filter in one by onc. It is a 
bare, businesslike room. its walls 
made memorable by inscriptions of 
record peals which, have been rung 
in this chamber. 

While the ringers arc assembling, 
a veteran ‘Youth’ who says he has 
been ringing bells ever since he was 
a cholr. boy takes me up above the 
ringing chamber into the belfry. Up 
the dark and narrow stone staircase 
we stumblingly {ccl our way—round 
and round, and narrower and nar~ 
rower, until I am glad to be assured 
that no one is likely to be coming 
down at this moment—one-way traffic 
only ig thinkeble. To attempt to get 
{nto reverse would be—nt Teast— 
disconcerting. At last pale daylight 
meets us. We are in the belfry, 
high up over the Clity,, above cven 
the flying pigcons. Here the twelve 
bells are fixed in their frames, 
mouth upward, clappers resting to 
one side of each bronze Ip. quictly 
waiting for the tug of a rope to turn 
them Into music. 

In the bell chamber below, each 
of cleven ropes now has its man. The 
twelfth—that of the tenor bell—has 
two men. This mighty bell, which 
weighs 62 ewt., Is sald to be one of 
the heaviest ringing bells in -Eng- 
land. 

Each ringer stands on a little 
wooden platform onto which two 
leather loops are’, fastened. Into 
these he pushes his toes so that he 
shull stand firmly. 

"Go," commands the conductor, 
Immediately the bells peal out, one 
by one, then the changes begin, and 
the ringers are off, pulling thelr 
ropes, knitting thelr bell sounds in- 
to patterns of melodic intricncy, 
while at the olher end of the bell 
ropes, the great bells ure’ whirling 
and turning, throwlng thelr music 
into the air. ‘ 

Boll ringing scems to be a vigorous 
affair, even on practice night, but the 
records of the Society show that on 
one occasion a team of “Youths” 
kept on ringing for twelve hours, 
twenty-five minutes, completing 
21,303 changes. This feat’ was per- 
formed at St. Lawrence, Appleton, 
jn 1922, and I am fold that it Js the 
world record for non-stop ringing 
by n single set of men, I believe it. 

‘A ringer comes and sits on the 
bench by the wail. “Do you always 
ring the same belli?” I asl. 

“Yes, a8 a rulc.” 

“What note Js 11?" 

But the ringer is not sure, though 
he can tell the number of the bell. 

After all, it isn't necessarily music 
‘atone which makes bell ringers. 
Precision, timing, permutations and 
combinations, and mastery of techni- 
que nnd method, play o large part in 
it ns weil. As on¢ “Youth” put it, 
the ringers “weave patterns,” mak- 
ing intricate and delightful _patch- 
work out of bell tones. j 

Do they play old tunes for thelr 
diversion? Or | famlliar melodies? 
No, It’s the changes” again. So I 
tsk n “Youth,” “Do you never play 
tunes?” 

"Oh, no, Indeed. Anybody can do 
that. Change ringing {s much more 
dimeult.* So I leave. it at that. 

The conductor of the famous non 
stop penl of- 1922 fs conducting the 
ringers now. He looks as though he 
could #o on forever. nD

The Prime Minister moved, “That 
in the opinion of this House the rate 
nt which salaries are payable to 
members of this House should be 
increased to £600 a year.” 

“In the inquiry into the subject 
which was undertaken by Mr. Bald- 
win," said the Prime Minister, “he 
was ood enough to associate myself. 
As the result. I had the opportunity 
with him of looking into the budgets 
of. number of members who were 
good cnough to submit them in con- 
fidence for the information of the 
Government. 

“As they were confidential it Is 
impossible for me to disclose the 
figures Which, were then revealed, 
but I should like to say that both 
Mr. Baldwin and T were surprised 
and distressed to find a considerable 
number. of cases of members not 
possessed of any other means than 
which was afforded. by thelr salary 
who were, reduced to expedients 
which. we felt were entirely im- 
appropriate and improper to be 
imposed on any member of this 
House, 

“There were cases where members, 
even though ex sing all economies, 
found themselves Hvingg beyond their 
means, and thelr savings made before 

to the House wasting | 
away, 


INSUFFICIENT: FOOD 

"In other cases they had to curtail 
the amount spent on the education 
of their ‘children. : 

“There were cases where they 
netually wave themselves insuficient 
food In their anxiety to keep within 
their means,”

the salary was fixed at £400, Mr. 
Chamberlain sald it was not possible 
to fix exactly what the’ "new" scale 
aught to be.

Watching Vessels From 
The Orient 


Word has recently been received 
from America that the U. S. Bureau 
of Customs, working -in co-operation 
with the U.S. Coast Guard Service, 
are now taking even greater precau- 
tlons in preventing narcotics from 
being innded = from Dollar and 
American Mail Line steamers ar- 
riving from the Orient. 


Coast Guard Cruisers follow the 
steamers into harbour to see that no 
pockages are dumped overbonrd. 
After the steamers have ticd up at 
the wharves, uniformed Coast Guard 
OMcers tuke up positions on the 
wharf and at the gangways. They 
carefully search all members of the 
crew. ond also all the stevedores every 
time they leave the steamer, The 
American authorities hope by this 
method to reduce, and [If possible to 
eliminate, the carrying ashore of 
narcotles on the person of employees. 


The U.S. Customs are also giving 
more careful attention to searching 
baggage for false bottoms or secret 
hiding places, and have recently dis- 
covered some curefully hidden con- 
alimments of pink pills and morphine.

What has been taking place in 
the foreign chancellries of the 
world in regard to the Sino- 
Japanese crisis can only be a 
matter for speculation, Such 
information as is available is of 
the most meagre character. Yet 
the developments which | are 
oceurring in China at the mo- 
nient are of so grave a character 
as to deserve something more 
than passing notice by the 
nations which are bound to- 
gether by treaty to do all in 
their power to see that China’s 
political and territorial integrity 
is respected. Mr. Anthony Eden, 
Foreign Secretary, has an- 
nounced that Britain has been 
in communication with the 
United States and France; two

Power Treaty, both of whom 
have expressed their concern 
over the North China situation 
and their hopes of a peaceful 
settlement. But if the Nine- 
Power Treaty is of any value 
whatever, it would seem that 
something more tangible than 
such expressions is called for. 
By the terms of that pact, as 
we have previously had occasion 
to point out, provision is made 
for full and frank communica- 
tion between the signatories 
when any situation arises. which, 
in the opinion of any one of 
them, threatens to jeopardise 
China's sovereignty. Mr. Eden, 
in the same apeech as that in 
which he referred to consulta- 
tion with the United States and 
France, said Britain had been 
assured by both . Japan and 
Chinn that the troop movements 
taking placo were purely pre- 
cautionary and defensive, and 
that there was no_ intention 
whatever of starting hostilities. 
be a-re- 
presentation of the facts so far 
ag China is concerned, but we 
can hardly imagine Mr. Eden 
placing the same interpretation 
on the movements of Japanese 
forces. Yet there seems “an 
ever-present tendency when 
crises arise to accept Japan's 
explanations at their face value 
—or, at least, by the absence of 
comment on such explanations, 
to give an outward impression 
that they are so accepted. By 
no stretch of the imagination 
can Japan’s military. activity in 
China within tho past week be 
regarded as purely defensive.

Apart from wine merchants, licen- 
sed grocers, hotels, and restaurants, 
there were at Icast twenty-five pub- 
lic-houses within ten minutes walk 
of Hanover Street, and they all did a 
flourishing trade; but how much of 
thls was duc ‘to the Iegnl, Insurance, 
and accounting professions fs, “an- 
other story!" . 


Half-Hour for Launch

R.C. KIMPTON 
"IS A FINE 
BATSMAN 


Late in the summer term of 
1932 m ridiculously small per- 
son squeezed into. the last 
place in the XI. at Melbourne 
Grammar Schoo! as a wickct- 
keeper. In his first year he 
did not get an innings for the 
XI. R. C. Kimpton was ‘then 
fifteen, narrates the Evening 

. Standard. 


Two summers Inter Roger Kimp- 
ton was the best schoolboy batsman 
in Australia. He made 140 against 
Geelong College, 175 not out . (in 
two hours and a half) agalnst Gee- 
long Grammar School matches. 


Up at Oxford in 10935, he looked 
au Blue from the very first duy he 
set foot in the Parks. In his second 
match for the University against 
Gloucestershire he made 160 in two 
hours ond a half, and treated such 
illustrious professors as Parker and 
Goddard as they had rarely been 
treated before. At the beginning of 
this season Kimpton had played four 
Innings ugainst Gloucestershire, one 
unfinished. They had never got him 
out for less than three figures, and 
hls average stood at 130 odd. « Last 
summer Kimpton improved on his 
performances of 1935, finished up 
with o century ogainst The Players 
at Folkestone in an hour and a half, 
uveraged 44 nnd came to be spoken 
of in terms of Bradman himself, 

There js, indeed, much more than 
their physique tn common between 
these two, Brilllant spacd of foot- 
work they both possess. Kimpton, 
in method, is almost always as pro- 
yocative as the more recent and more 
human Bradman. > 


Like most small men Kimpton is 
deft with the cut, ferocious on the 
hook, and once his cye is in he will 
allow none but the fastest to bowl 
to him without 2 man straight. In 
his first year he kept w.cket for 
Oxford. In his second he bowled 
leg-breaks and googlics. Last week 
his 54th. run in the second innings 
meant the winning hit for Oxford 
against Cambridge, 


His versatility extends to other 


games, though os n golfer his dis- 
taste for convention is confined to 
his clothes. In the coldest weather 
he plays in shirt-sleeves; when it js 
warm he wears a sweater to keep 
his shirt In. Probably. he could win 
a lawn-tennis blue if academic dis~ 
tractions did not interfere. He won 
the Doubles in the Schoolboys’ 
Champlonship of Victorin, and also 
the Freshmen’s Singles at Oxford.

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BX RINGERS from ali over the 
world acldom come to London 
without turning thelr steps in the 
direction of St. Paul's Cathedral. 
on.the end 
of a bell rope means something more 
than ordinary. bell ringing, if one 
may judge from practice night at 
the cathedral, and the Peal Book of 
the Ancient Society of - College 
Youths, old established association 
of bell ringers. But these “Youths” 
tinve been ringing bells for 300 years 
‘they ore to celebrate thelr tercen- 
tenary on November 5—so perhaps 
{€ §s not surprising that they have 
gained a mastery of the technique of 
bell ringing calculated to. overawe 
the mere man-in-the-strect. No 
Iess awesome are the terms used to 
describe the changes they ring— 
“Bob Royal,’ "Stedman Triples,” 
“Grandalre _ Caters,” “Superlative 
Surprise Major,” to name only a 
few. - é . 

It fs evening when the “College 
Youths’ meet to practice change 
ringing In the great domed cathedral 
of St. Paul's. Some nights they 
mect at other famous London 
chirches—-Southwark Cathedral. St. 
Mary-le-Bow, and two or three 
others—but to-night it {s to be St. 
Paul's, the Ringing Hendquarters of 
the Society. Buses swirl ond swoop 
around the gray, jslanded building, 
but Its steps are almost deserted, for 
the workers thronging the sidewnlks 
of Ludgate Hill are hurrying home- 
wards or surging in the: direction of 
Shaftesbury Avenue'’s thenterland, in 
search of entertainment. As the 
City becomes quiet, the belt ringers 
get busy, for a stern duty—or {Is it 
play?—awalts them In the chamber 
high above the street. - Whichever ft 
is they seem tu’ derive a great deal 
of enjoyment from the exercise of 
thelr skill. ; 

Twelve bell ropes hang Jn the ring- 
ing. chamber, ready for the “Youths” 
who filter in one by one, It is a 
bare, businesslike room, its walls 
made memorable by Inseriptions of 
record peals which have been rung 
in this chamber. 

While the ringers are assembling, 
a veleran “Youth” who says he has 
been ringing bells ever since he was 
a choir boy takes me up above the 
ringing chamber into the belfry. Up 
the dark and narrow stone staircase 
we stumblingly fecl our way—round 
and round, and narrower ond nar- 
rower, until I am glad to be assured 
that no.one Is lileely to be coming 
down at this moment—onc-way. trafic 
only is thinkable, To attempt to-get- 
Into’ reverse would be—at least— 
disconcerting. At Inst pale daylight 
meets us. We ore in the belfry, 
high up over the City, above even 
the fying pigeons. Here the twelve 
bells are fixed tn thelr frames, 
mouth upward, clappers resting to 
one side of cach bronze Sip, quictly 
watting for the tug of a rope to turn 
them into music. . 

“mq the bell chamber below, each 
of cleven ropes now has ity man, The 
twelfth—that of the tenor bell—has 
two men. This mighty bell, which 
weighs 62 cwt., fs said to be one of 
the heaviest -ringing bells in_Eng- 
land. : 

Each ringer stands on a litle 
wooden platform onto which two 
leather loops are fastened. Into 
these he pushes his tocs se that he 
shall stand firmly. 

“Go," commands the conductor. 
Immediately the bells peal out, one 
by one, then the changes begin, and 
the ringers are off, pulling their 
ropes, knitting their bell sounds in- 
to patterns of melodic intricncy, 
while at the other end of the bell 
ropes, the -preat bella are whirling 
and turning, throwing their music 
into the alr. 

‘Bell ringing seems to be a vigorous 
affair, even on practice night, but the 
records of the Society show, that on 
one .ocension a team of ‘ryouths” 
kept on ringing for twelve hours, 
twenty-five minutes, completing 
21,303 changes. This feat was per- 
formed: at St. Lawrence, Appleton, 
In 1922, and I am told that Jt is the 
world record for non-stop ringing 
by a alngle set of men. I believe it. 

A ringer-comes and sits on the 
bench by the wall. “Do you always 
ring the same bell?” TI ask. 

"Yes, as a rule.”

Possession Of Forged 
Banknotes — 


The case against Lam Sank, 40, 
unemployed, and his whfe Lui Kwal- 
ying, 30, jointly, charged with. pos- 
session of 28 forged Hongkong and 
Shanghat Banie $1 notes, was cone 
tluded before Mr, Justice RR.

Abut March t7 last, Tong and ac 
cused, who were then resident In the 
country, discussed the question of 
ehtering into a partnership in Hong 
kong for the purpose of —makinit 
canvas beds and deck chalrs. Eacn 
hud a litte capital and they aprecd 
to start the business, the capital be- 
ing $200 Canton currency put up by 
ench partner, 

They came to Hongkong the same 
day and a weelc later started their 
business as the Shun Wo Cheung at 
377 Shanghat Street, ground floor, 


LOSES JOB 


About ten days Inter, decensed 
came to Hongicong and visited his 
uncle to get work. He was engaged 
but worked there for only a week 
when he was dismissed by his uncle, 
ns the result of a complaint made by 
accused that his work was unsatls- 
factory, Decensed, however, remain= 
ed fivingg in the shop until May 4, 
when he returned to the “country. 

On the day before the departure 
of his nephew Tony examined the 
books which were kept by accused. 
Me noticed his salary was entered as 
si} compared with accured’s $15. He 
spoke to accused about the difference, 
and was told that he (accused) had 

ived $15 per month at his 
previous employment. Not satistled 
with this, Tong offered to resign from 
the partnership, Accused was agrec= 
able and said he would telephone for 
his clansman, Tong Chumewah tu 
come and witness the dissolution of 
the partnership. Tong agreed and 
the two ehecked yver the stock, The 
agreed value wits $122.54 and aecused 
wrote out a Hst of gocds with their 
valuation. : 

The next day, continued Mr, 
Willams, the clansman came to the 
thoy. He looked over the lst and 
agreed with thelr valuation. Ac- 
cused offered Ton 70 per cent. to 
buy him: tet, but the latter refused. 
Eventually Tong In turn offered ac- 
cused 80 per cent. to carry on the 
business alone. Thix was accepted 
ond an ugrecment was written out, 
stipulating that the amount agreed 
upon was to be pald within = four 
weeks from that day. 

After the dissolution of the partners 
ship, Tong was in urgent need of 
maney in order to pay off accused, 
He wrote to his brother’ (deceased's 
father) ‘asking’ hin’ ty bring down 
$109 nnd become a partner and he 
wrote also to Tong Shu-lim offering 
hhaa Job. 


ACCUSED'S DENIAL 


On May 9, accused, who was then 
still sleeping in the shop, Rot up in 
the middle of the night. He teft the 
shop and after about ten minutes 
came back and went to the kitchen. 
This behaviour, said Counsel, might 
be explained by a stutement neeused 
made next morning to a folk! named 
Tong Shol-wing. They werc both in 
the rear part of the shop about 9 mm, 
when accused was alleged to have re- 
marked: “I wished to chop Sbu- 
fule Jost night: don't Jet | anyone 
know." The foki reported the in- 
cldent to Tong, and accused wns loler 
questioned’ but ne denied having 
made the remarks. ‘ 

On May 11, deceased and his father 
arrived atthe shop. In response to 
pn offer by Tong. deceased agreed to 
enter into the partnership. Accused 
as not informed of this, snd de- 
censed began his work at the shop. 
Accused’ continued to reside there, 
and although witnesses say he did not 
speak to deccased, nll seemed to be 
on friendly terms. 

Coming to May 17 when the murder 
was alleged to have been committed, 
Counsel snid that about 7 pm a 
fokt named Ho Kau was In the middte 
of the shop nalllng canvas on a bed. 
He noticed deceased squatting down 
on the backyntd tnd sharpening a 
chisel.. A- few ‘minutes ater Ho 
heard a sound, and on turning round 
saw necused about to strike deceused 
on the hend with n chopper. Prior 
to this he heard no sounds of quar- 
relling or loud tall. , 


“SAVE LIFE!" |, 


On seeing the attack, Ho :‘im- 
mediately shouted out “Chopping a 
man; save lifel" As soon as he had 
shouted, necused dropped the axe and 
ran out of the shop-into the street, 
Another foki, Leung Wah happened 
to be near the main door when he 
heard the shouts? He switched on 
the lights ond on looking towards 
the kitchen; saw accused running 
through the shop to the street. Ye 
gave chase, at the same ‘time shout- 
ing, “A mon has been cut to death." 

‘Accused turned south and after 
going os far np No. -326_ Shanghai 
Birect, he wags cought by Leung and 
Indian copstnble 5225, who hnd been 
attracted by the shouts and had joln- 
ed in'the chase. Accused was then 
alleged to have: sald: “You need 
not seize hold of me, 1 will go to 
the Station with you.” 

Meanwhile Tong and. other fokis 
had gone to the backyard where they 
snw decoased., He wos lying on his
